Conditions, in that jiart of the coun- 
try were threatening several months 
ago, but with the termination of the 
Madero revolution Mexico was given 
permission to send troops across the 
American territory to quell the inde- 
pendent movement there.

Since then it had been supposed thai 
peace and contentment had 
settled 


upon that quarter of Mexico, 
and

Chicago, 111., 
July 
20.—Revela- 


tions by Statea Fire Marshal C. J. 
Doyle of a gigantic, country-wide lire 
bug conspiracy, the greatest 
the 


world has ever seen and rivaling in 
the network of its plot 
the most 


elaborate of the Arabian Nights tales 
—astounded members of the Chica- 
go Association of Commerce at its 
wekely luncheon. 
With its head in 


Kansas City, one arm in Chicago and 
its tentacles of destruction defying 
the law m more than a dozen large 
cities of the country, the speaker de- 
clared, the State Fire Marshals of 
at least four different states have 
combined to wipe out the 
closely- 


banded gang of 15 criminals who are 
directing its operations. 


The speaker's words had a peculi- 


ar timeliness, coming as they did so 
soon after the recent disclosures of 
a gang of incendiaries in Chicago. 


"The country is facing one of the 


most gigantic, organized arson con- 
spiracies that the world has ever 
seen," declared the speaker. "I am 
here to tell you that the state fire 
marshal's department of Illinois has 
united the state fire marshals of four 
other states—^Kentucky, Ohio, Ten- 
nessee and W«st Virginia—to wipe 
out the band of 15 men at its head. 
The plot that exists and extends all 
over the country is the most malic- 
ious and criminal venture that has 
ever been revealed. In its ramifica- 
tions it rivals the most thrilling of 
fiction tales. 


"One arm of the monster conspir- 


acy that has continued to ravage on 
its fiery trail extends into your own 
city. 
The head of the conspiracy is 


in Kansas City, from which city the 
operations ot the whole gang are di- 
rected. 


"Tentacles of the fiendish octo- 


pus have extended until the daring of 
those behind the plot has grown into 
a dozen cities. 
They

lound at work in Bloomington, Pitts- 
burg, Springfield, Cleveland, 
New 


York, Buffalo, St. Louis and other 
big cities. 


"Two men of the gang have been 


convicted and are now injail in a 
Southern city. The other 15 will be 
behind the bais if the state fire mar- 
shals of the four states are as suc- 
cessful in working along a line on 
which they have now begun investi- 
gations. 


"If we are as successful in secur- 


ing convictions as seems probable at 
this time" he added "and the men 
behind the conspiracy are jailed, ev- 
ery state in the union will benefit 
from the appropriations made by the 
firp marshal departments.

Economy In Eating. 


Economy in eating is physio- 


logical and economic. Health is 
dependent largely upon proper 
food selection and proper eating. 
Vitality spent in digesting wrong 
food or proper food improperly 
eaten cannot be used for work or 
i>!ay. That food which supplies 
the body's requirements with 
the least expenditure of energy 
for digestion, with due regard to 
the necessity for exercising the 
digestive organs normally, is the 
best, and that which supplies 
the necessary food with the least 
expenditure is otherwise the 
best. 
Boiled cabbage, for in- 


stance, contains practically no 
nourishment and requires five 
times as much energy to digest 
as bananas, which are a com- 
plete food. 
Nfits and olives are 


a better source of fat than but- 
ter or lard. Sugar contains no 
waste, but it is ordinarily un- 
wholesome. Coffee has no food 
value. Fresh skimmilk, with the 
addition of olive or other vege- 
table oil, is more economical, 
physiologically and otherwise, 
than sweet milk.
